Lifeboats Launched 


Lifeboats were made ready on 


the Obernai and at 2:30 o'clock in 
:he afternoon the first boat was 
launched. The cail for help had 
been seat oat in the morning. It 
was thought the Kungsholm mfght 
be able to reach the distressed 
steamer before she foundered, but 
at sundown there was no sign of 
her. 50 the captain of the Obemai 
decided to abandon ship. This was 
accomplished with sreat diiSculty, 
the boat In charge of Vatcher be- 
ing badly damaged; so much so 
that three men were kept bailing; 
constantly for twelve hours.

Flashlight Attracts Rescuers 


"There was every danger, every 


probability that 
the Kungsholm 


would pass us by in the darkness. 
The human voice could not reach 
that ship.

Only a few hundred 
yards away was succor. 


"It was at this time I thought of 


the flashlight in my coat pocket. A 
minute later and Its beam shone 
ever the water.

"Then you would recommend the 


flashlight as part of the equipment 
of steamers and sailing vessels?" I 
asked Captain Vatcher. 


"I certainly would." he replied. 


"Matches get wet and wet matches 
will co: i'pht. The flashlight is al- 
ways read} for service. Water can- 
not esticguisa •". Neither can the 
wind. Not only would 1 recommend 
it for tne equipment of steamers 
and ssa:l!&s ships, but I would rec- 
ommend :; to Bank fishermen. 


Tragedies of the Bank 


"You know Bank fishermen are 


continually going astray Jn their 
dories while attending their trawls. 
"We see the schooners come into 
rort with their flag half-mast. We 
know what that means. 
Some 


members of the crew are adrift 
somewhere in. their dories, or lie 
at She bottom of she ocean, for 
aSght coines on and the schooner 
has no means of locating the dory 
in the dark. A flashlight in every 
boat would mean '"as saving of 
many lives; the saving of much 
suffering and hardship. 


"Oh yes, I will swear b*- the 


flashlight from this time on. 
It 


saved my life and the lives of my 
sixteen mates. 


"A good little friend." he added, 


as he passed me aa ordinary nickel- 
plated flashlight. "No person should 
travel without one."

Kungsholm Changes Course 


"The steamship Kyle, which was 


ibout fourteen miles off Cape Race, 
rushed to the assistance of the 
Cberaai. bat could not expect to be! 
on the place before S a. m. on the 
9th. The Kunssholai, after hearing 
that no ships in tha vseinity were 
nearer than thirteeu hours, chang- 
ed her course at 6:30 a. OL and 
beaded for the sinking ship. 


"Daring the whule day a hearr 


fog prevailed and the hope of find- 
ing the .steamship Oberna! dimin- 
ished when, at 10:55 a. m.. It was 
reported that the crew had taken 
10 the boats. The utmost efforts 
•»»r<> made on board tha Kungsholm 
to increase the speed, but owing to 
the growing t>ea the ship did not 
loach the position given by the 
Obernai, which was approximately 


1:30 a. m., -when a faint light 
observed on the port bow. 


"The liner followed up thl» »!»-- 


nal, and fouad the two lifeboat*, 
with their occupants drenched and- 
numbcd by the cold; a rope was 
lowered over the side of the liner, 
and the men palled to the deck on« 
at a. time, CapL Dicks being th» 
last to reach safety. 
So serious 


w*s their condition that they coald 
cot hare held out for three more 
hours. 


Placed In Ship's Hospital 


"Tha trouble was not all orer. 


two of the men being immediately 
placed in the ship's hospital and 
the remainder given hot baths to 
get them warm. Great trouble was 
experienced in this regard, for the 
men had been immersed in the cold 
Atlantic for so long that their cir- 
culation had practically stopped. 
Stimulus was given to them, and 
they were looked after by the 
ship's physician. Warm clothing 
was provided and everything possi- 
ble done for their welfare by the 
crew of the liner." 


When the ship docked at Halifax 


all of the shipwrecked crew had 
fully recovered, and disembarked 
from the ship, from where they re- 
turned to their homes.

As you know 
every lifeboat is supplied with 
rocket or flare apparatus, but to 
send up a rocket or to light a flare 
matches must be used. This was 
Impossible. We tried and tried 


The flashlight's rays were noticed 
by everybody and the big liner bore 
<3own upon us. 
Soon we were on 


her deck and receiving the most 
kindly attention. 


Captain Vatcher*s Tribute 


"While we owe our lives to ihe 


flashlight. 1 -would like to say that 
we .owe much, very much, to the 
captain, his officers and crew, espe- 
cially the stewardess, for their 
great kindness. They treated us 
wonderfully. Sach treatment goes 


miles from the point where the 
steamer had been abandoned bo- 
fore the rescue ship hove in sight. 
Ons more trip across the Hue and 
the Kungsholm would have passed 
by. according to Captain Guhde. 


"It was at 1:30 a. m.. March 3, 


when a faint light was observed off 
ihe port bow," said Captain Gulitle 
in describing the long search of the 
•waters where the Obernai h*ad foun- 
dered. "A few minutes later one

In speaking of their treatment on 


board of the Kungsholm the men 
were unanimous in their praise o£ 
the officers and crew of the liner, 
expressing in plain, blunt words 
their outspoken praise, in the Ian-* 
guage ot deep sincerity that everr 
mariner knows. 


"The cause of the sinking of the 


steamship Obernai, according to 
Captain. J. T. Dicks, was an unac-1 
countable leakage in the hull, which. 
caused the water to gala on the 
pumps, finally extinguishing the- 
fires. The steamship, Obemai was 
owned by W. N. McDonald, of Syd- 
ney, and left Louisburg oa March. 
5, bound for Port Basques, X. F., 
having on board a cargo ot 1,125 
tons of coaL"
